tives over 450 high chiefs gave their 
assent to the new form of government 
proposed. No white men or reporter* 
were allowed to be present, and as Ut-

agreed on will be presented to our re- 
spective governments, and. if agreed 
to, will then be placed in force all over 
Samoa. It will be a civilised govern- 
ment by white people altogether.

AN OLD LANDMARK. 


May Building to Be Torn Down in 


a Few Days. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


The old stone structure on Fort 


street, known for years as the May 
building, was sold at auction yesterday. 
Herman Tjudloff was the only bidder, 
his offer, which was accepted, being 
$200. It wiH be torn down at once 
to be replaced by a 5-story structure. 


The May building was built in 1852 


by the second Charles Brewer. A gen- 
eral Importing and commission busi- 
ness was carried on within it with 
Governor Dominls and H. A. P. Carter, 
young men then, as bookkeeper and 
salesman respectively. After the Brew- 
ers moved to Queen street the building 
was occupied in turn by Samuel Sav- 
idge, Frank Spencer and Mr. Savidge 
again. H. May installed his grocery 
store there in 1S6S and since then it 
has been occupied by the May family. 
It was the first building to be built 
alter a big fire which occurred in 1851, 
and which destroyed that part of the 
city. When it will be torn down one 
of the old historic landmarks of the 
business section of Honolulu will have 
passed from view. 


FIRST AMERICAN BANK. 


Will Open Its Doors Sooa After 


the Peking Returns. 


Contractor Fred Harrison has com- 


menced work on the vault for the 
First American 'bank, and the side par- 
titions Should be up witfhin two weeks. 
The bank furniture has been already 
ordered by Cashier Cooper and is be- 
tas manufactured dn.'vt3ris city. It is 
expected the room will be in condition 
to use for office purposes within fifteen 
days. 


As nearly as can be ascertained, the 


bank will open its doors for business 
about August 10th, which wHl be a 
day or two after the arrival of the 
City of Peking, which is expected to 
bring $300,000 to gold fron>Sau Fran- 
cisco lor the use of the bank. 


The 50 per cent assessment due on 


July SOtfli Irom local stockholders is 
pretty much all paid in. As that date 
falls on a Sunday stockholders are no- 
tified that the amount must be paid 
on Saturday, toe 29th. It is under- 
stood no more assessments are to be 
called in until the bank obtains Its 
charter from the United States and re- 
organizes as the First National Ttenlr 
of Hawaii. 


UNAUTHORIZED ANNEXATION. 
The serio-comic story of the hoisting 


of the British flag by an irresponsible 
merchant captain at Palawan, in the 
Southern Philippines, and the prompt 
repudiation of his act by the Foreign 
Office, is told by Renter. When the 
Spaniards evacuated Port Royalist, in 
the island of Palawan, they turned 
adrift all the native soldiers without 
food, clothes, or money, removed all 
arms and ammunition, and set the con- 
victs at liberty. The liberated crimi- 
nals looted and pillaged the whole 
country, and the^people were in a state 
of helpless terror. At this juncture 
Captain Prort, of the steamship Labu- 
an, cast anchor at Port Royalist, and, 
in response to the appeals of the in- 
habitants, gave them a British mer- 
chant ensign, with a letter, giving no- 
tice to all men that the flag was to be 
respected "until such time as Queen 
Victoria notifies her pleasure regard- 
ing the protection of the island of Pa- 
lawan!" -On this littte experiment in 
empire-building coming to the notice 
of the Governor of Ihe Straits Settle- 
ment, beytelegraphed to the Foreign 
Office, which wired back order* that 
the British flag was to be hauled down 
at once.

And the Family Home Mortfsged to Arise

On one of the recent steamers re- 


turning from China was am intelli- 
gent-looking Chinese boy, who present- 
ed a return permit in the usual form. 
He was examined to eee if his answers 
to questions tallied with the facts set 
forth In the permit. He answered all 
questions readily, butt accidentally let 
slip the fact that foils u.ather was ' in 
Honolulu. Now on the permit it 
plainly stated that the boy's father was 
residing in Hongkong. This discov- 
ery was at once noticed by the exam- 
ining office/, and more questions put 
to him to Ids great confusion. Final- 
ly he broke down, burst into tears Tand 
said (be would teH the whole truth. He 
said that Ms father lived in Honolulu 
and he (himself >waa born here. He had 
been sent to China at an early age and 
had remained there with his mother 
and two sisters until his father sent 
for him to Honolulu. This was short- 
ly after the news reached Hongkong 
that the Islands had been annexed to 
4he United States and that no Chinese 
would be allowed to land here. The 
mother was at Bier wit's end to find 
ways and means of sending the boy to 
his father In Hawaii, where he was to 
make his fortune in a few years. She 
finally heard of a return permit that 
was for sate* the description and photo- 
graph on which would about suit her 
son. 
The price asked by the agent 


who toad it for sate was $280 in gold. 
To obtain *his sum, an immense- one 
for » poor Chinese family, the mother 
mortgaged iier little borne and every- 
thing she had and actually sold her 
two daughters into slavery. 


,There <was no question _in the minds 


of *he/offie!alB but that the boy was 
teHing the truth and that it 
punished it would 'be for no fault of 
his own. Besides, the examination 
clearly showed that having been born 
here he was entitled to land anyhow. 
It was arranged that he should be ar- 
rested for attempting to land on a 
forged permit; that he should plead 
gualty and that sentence should be 
suspended until investigation could be 
made at the Hongkong end. 
- This programme was earned out, 
and a late steamer brought a complete 
verification of his story. It Is only 
since then that the facts have been 
made public. It is not likely that the 
boy will ever be called on to serve out 
any sentence, but it is some satisfac- 
tion to know that steps are being ta- 
ken in Hongkong to make the agent 
disgorge the $280 he obtained from the 
lad's mother and to redeem the two 
girls from tfceir life of slavery. 


It is by such means as these that 


girls are purchased and shipped to 
these Islands at the first opportunity, 
where they are sold to the brotheJ- 
keeper who will pay the highest price. 
In one of the Yokohama papers re- 
ceived on the last mall is an account 
of the arrest of five young Japanese 
women who managed to obtain pass- 
ports by employing the names of oth- 
er women, and attempted to embark 
on one of tbe steamers for Hawaii. 
They were arrested by the Water Po- 
lice of Yokohama. -The women who 
lent their names for use on the pass- 
ports and the emigrant company un- 
der whose auspices they were to bo 
shipped to Honolulu are to be prose- 
cuted by the Japanese government,

WHO IS TO PAY? 


Bills Incurred for the Chi- 


nese Who Appealed. 


And Ware Afterwards Allowed to 


•Land by a Ruling of 'he S*cre- 


tary of th» Treasury, 


It will be remembered that some six 


months ago large numbers of Chinese 
were detained on their arrival here 
from Hongkong pending examination 
of their permits and advices from 
Washington. Some hundreds of these 
were refused landing and an appeal 
was taken to the Secretary of the 
Treasury and suceessfolly prosecuted 
at WashingtonJby A. G. M. Robertson, 
who was sent-1 on for that purpose. 
Many of the Chinese were detained at 
the quarantine station pending the de- 
termination of their appeals for periods 
extending in some Instances to nearly 
three months. These men were spe- 
cially guarded during their stay at the 
quarantine station and fed with the 
usual rations allowed Immigrants In 
quarantine. But a very serions ques- 
tion has now arisen as to the payment 
of the bills. 
In the first place the steamship com- 


panies were liable for all bills incurred 
during the period of quarantine, and 
these have beenjiald without question. 
When the period of quarantine was 
over notification was given the author- 
ities that £he steamship companies 
would be no longer liable for any 
charge for subsistence for the detained 
immigrants. Mr. McVeigh, in whose 
care the men were, could not see them 
starve, and, in conjunction with Mr. 
.Reynolds of the Board of Health, or- 
dered sufficient supplies through the 
usual channels. When the men were 
finally released the bills which had ac- 
cumulated were forwarded to Wash- 
ington, together with the payrolls of 
>the guards and hills for their subsist- 
ence. By the test mall replies were 
received from Washington stating that 
the United States would be responsible 
for the pay and keep of the guards, 
but had nothing to do with the bills 
for the maintenance of immigrants 
pending appeals from decisions refus- 
ing them a landing. 
This decision- on the part of the 


Washington magnates lias thrown the 
local authorities into spasms. The 
question at once arises as to what ex- 
tent the Board of Health is liable? 
Tfaat the bills were incurred by au- 
thorized agents of the board through 
the usual channels- there seems to he 
no doubt, but their payment is anoth- 
er matter. Then, again, 4f the liabil- 
ity rests with the board, it has

tions for the present biennial period 
being so nearly exhausted that It Is 
only by the closest economy the board 
will be able to keep witnin them.

•j;th« remarks, re. desertions of seamen 
.-from ships Antiope and Amphltrlte, 


seem scarcely fair toward the captains; 
The men have been engaged to serve 
on board both ships at wages of from 
$15 to $27.50 per month, -which 
are 


only due upon 'the completion of the 
agreement. Now,, upon arrival here, 
where wages are double, the men nat- 
urally wish and try to take, ad vantage 
of such a state. In any cases of cruel- 
ty, assaults,;- Jetic., 'K. B. M. Consul 
would at brice "fafce steps to fully pro- 
tect'the seamen,'or, if such occurs on 
board .In port, the local authorities will 
at once step in.

In case a man deserts, we are re- 


quired by the Hawaiian laws, after for- 
ty-eight hours, to report the desertion 
to the Chief of PoIftSe and to take out 
warrants for their- arrests', .imder pen- 
ally of $100. Their arrests cost'$£, 
maintenance 91 per 'day. So it is to 
the ship's Interest ta every point that 
the men be so treated that they may 
have-no legal cause to complain or de- 
sert. No legal charges of ill-usage 
have/been made against the ships to 
the Consul, nor is it an unusual affair 
in-the port of Honolulu for seamen of 
American, German, Scandinavian.- as 
well as British, ships to desert whole- 
sale. The inference to *e derived 
places us in the same company as tbe 
.'Frisco labor agitators place the lead- 
ing gentlemen of these Isles, whose 
sole crime has been employing at a 
heavy expense the best obtainable la- 
bor under an agreement, advancing 
large sums, to be repaid by the labor- 
er's work. Ship-masters legally en- 
gage, their men on similar conditions 
as to advances, penal clauses, etc. So 
we may also be classed as taskmas- 
ters, keeping our men In slavery and 
for greed, by cruelty, etc.
